The Sullivan County Delegation made its regular once-in- 
two-years’ visit to the County Farm in Unity February 18. 

Chairman Ball Presided. The Roll Call showed seventeen 
members present; Reed of Acworth, Davidson of Charlestown, 
Barney, Brooks, Etsler, Putnam and Quimby of Claremont, 
Austin of Cornish, Davis of Croydon, Nelson of Goshen, Por- 
ter of Langdon, Dodge, Kendall and Newell of Newport, 
Chellis of Plainfield, Osborne of Sunapee, Ball of Washing- 
ton. | 

Mr. Sanders made the report for the Commissioners of the 
county finances for the past two years. It showed that 
all bills had been paid and the bonded debts reduced 
$6,594.51, leaving the present indebtedness at $29,649.73. It 
was moved that the report be accepted and so voted. 

Next Mr. Sanders read the estimated financial needs for 
the next two years. He also stated the advantages to the 
county property if we would recommend the purchase of the 
Judkins farm situated about one and one half miles West, 
which contained a house, granary, two barns, about 300 acres 
of land and an estimated 1,000 cords of wood and quite a 
quantity of oak and chestnut lumber. 

Questions and a discussion followed. 

It was moved that the Commissioners be instructed to buy 
the Judkins farm for $2,100, and it was unanimously so voted. 

It was moved by Mr. Davidson and seconded, and voted 
that the county raise and appropriate the sum of $45,200 for

each of the years 1921 and 1922, the same amount as has been 
expended in each of the past two years. The estimated amounts 
for each department were as follows:

‘The matter of closing the county jail at Newport was dis- 
cussed, 

It was moved by Mr. Etsler that the matter of closing the 
jail be left to the Commissioners with the recommendation 
that they take legal action to close the same and it was unani- 
mously voted. 

Mr. Newell presented the subject of completing the index- 
ing in the county Register of Deed’s office, the work having 
been begun in 1911. He moved that the sum of $800 be raised 
and appropriated each year for the next two years, to con- 
tinue and complete the indexing of those records. This was 
_ voted without opposition. 

Mr. Hunter presented the interests of the Sullivan County 
Farm Bureau. He estimated that the expenses of the same 
would be some $700 in excess of the past two years, but 
thought the ‘extra could be taken care of so that they would 
only ask for $4,000 each year, the same as previously raised. 
Mr. Wells gave the estimates on the various items of the bud- 
get asked for. 
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Mr. Nelson favored the appropriations. Mr. Putnam moved 
it‘and it was seconded that we raise and appropriate the sum 
of $4,000 for each of the years 192} and 1922 for the County 
Farm Bureau, and it was so voted. : 

It was moved and unanimously voted, by a rising vote, 
that we express our thanks and appreciation, to both the 
County Commissioners, and the Superintendent of the Farm 
and his assistants, for their faithful services, and the good 
condition of the property and stock. 

Mr. Wells suggested that we consider the subject of getting 
a valuable bull and then keep him as long as serviceable, un- 
less we could cooperate to exchange him with one of another 
county, after a time, to the mutual benefit of both counties. 

Mr. Hunter gave a talk on the subject of the New Hamp- 
shire Marketing Co-operation which is to be formed in the 
State. 

It was moved and voted to adjourn.
